So 
we  ate  at  a loss  as  to  what  is  best.  We  are 
thankful  to  say,  in  our  meeting  recently  hi  1*1, 
we  bad  four  accessions — two  by  letter,  two  by 
baptism.  The  church  revived  somewhat. 

We  had  from  ten  to  sixty  penitents  every

it  or  allow  it  to  be  in  the  way?
